One of 
tlieiw will deal with the problem of car 
shortage -uid tbe other with the need 
for * more dtastic Immigration law. 
Tbe car shortage problem In likely to 
result In u great deal of Congressional 
discussion. Whole communities in the 
northwest have beeu very close to the 
freezing aud starving point owing to 
the failure of the railroads lo supply 
them with cars to transport foori and 
fuel. The President has been much in- 
terested In the situation and ha» se- 
riously considered the advisability of 
presenting a bill to Congress giving the 
Interstate CommerceC'oiumiiwinu pow- 
er to deal with car shortage and freight 
congestion whenever it arises iu addi- 
tion to their responsibility for fixing 
railroad rates. The Commission ii loath 
to undertake such Important work but 
admits itx 
nvrttwiiy. The railroads 


likewise would also he furry to i-ee i-uch 
an important power vested in a federal 
department. At tbe same time the 
hitnaltnn is very likely lo couie to tins. 


President A. Ii. rilickney of tlie Chi- 


cago Great Western who is iu Wash- 
inglou this week had a conference witii 
tbe President and Ilke-wme with the 
Interstate CommerceC'oiuinisxion. lie 
said that tbe question of distributing 
cars where they were most needed was 
In reality quite as important as the 
power of adjusting rates, lie said that ! 
many of the shipper* ou the railroads 
were responsible for much ot the car 
shortage as they held cars an unreason- 
able length of time befoie unloading 
them aud returning them to the road. 
He did uot say. but it is recognized by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
aud railroad men lu general to be a 
fact, that this misuse and detention of 
cars if only another form of rebating. 
Tbe great shippers make demands up- 
on the railroad companies for freight 
cars and hold them as long as they 
choose. 
Small shippers get pinched 


when I here is a shortage of cars but the 
railroads are afraid to ollend the big 
shippers by demanding back their own 
rolling i-tock. The railroads all acred 
that if there were uomefederal authority 
capable of dealing with the situation 
there are now practically enough cars 
ou the railroad* to serve every I'omuiu- 
Ity and tbey would not be sorry to see 
the question of distribution taken out 
of their bauds so I hat If need arose they 
:ould blame tbe federal government for 
auy harshness toward ttie big shippers 
which tbe railroad companies theui- 
•elve are afraid to show. All this it 
will be seen looks to Uov«ruuieut con- 
trol aud tbe frontier betweeu coutrol 
aud ownership is neither a mountain 
nor a chasm. 


President Roosevelt has taken au 


energetic part iu tbe attempt which 
has been made for over a year past to 
coutiol tbe course of the Colorado river 
which has now entirely abandoned ila 
old channel aud is flooding out au im- 
portant section of the southwest. This 
break iu tbe river's banks ban uot at- 
tracted much geueiai attention because 
the scene of the disaster is so far in the 
southwest away from the center ol civ- 
ilization. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, IheiColoradu river, which is the 
third largest river in the United States, 
bus brokeu through its western bank a 
little below Yum a Cal. aud turning di- 
rectly northward is flowing down into 
the old Saltoti Sea. The Haltou Sea is 
au immense depression, bigger and 
deeper than tbe famoii" .bead Sea and 
if the river were lef. alone it would take 
forty years to fill up the depression and 
it would make an immeuse sea as big 
as Lake Michigan. 
The river has .al- 


ready done an enormous amount of 
damage and unless it is checked it is 
estimated that it «ill destroy at least 
?13,000,000 worth of property aud farm 
land. The Southern 1'acilic railroad 
has been forced live times lo move its 
tracks out of the way of tlie rising 
waters and its engineers have twice 
thought that they had the break closed. 
Eacli time, however, the river hasagalu" 
eaten through and the situation is now 
as bad as ever. President Roosevelt 
bas wired E. H. Harriuiau, the Presi- 
deutof the Southern Pacific, to use as 
many men and as much money PS may 
be necessary iu closing the break and 
has promised that be will lay the mat- 
ter before Congress aud secure a gov- 
ernmeut appropriation lo bear at leart 
a part of the expense. 


With over a million immigrants 


coming annually to the LIuited States 
the President has decided that the time 
for drastic immigration legislation bas 
arrived aud it is announced that soon 
after the holiday recess of Congress au 
executive message will be sent in out- 
lining the legislation which It is advis- 
able to enact. The President had T. 
V. Powderly, former Commissioner of 
Immigration in .Europe all the past fall 
aud bummer, examining into tlie status 
of iinmigrailou abroad, tbe attitude of 
foreign governments toward it, and the 
methods employed by steamship com- 
panies in drumming up this sort of 
passenger trallic. In this country he 
has had James K. Reynolds and Com- 
missioner of Labor Charles T. Neill 
making a thorough inquiry at New 
York, Boston and other ports of entry 
with a view to seeing just what the 
situation is and how it may be best 
dealt with. Recommendations for leg- 
islation based upon these investigations 
will he embodied in tbu forthcoming j 
message. 
j 


Urgeut ellbrts are being made by tba | 


friends of the army in both branches 
of Congress to secure tbe passage of the 
so-called Artillery bill which has been 
embodied in the army appropriation 
bill. Tills measure will provide for 
raising the number of the sea coast ar- 
tillery corps from 14.000 to 19,000 men. 
It 1» not generally understood just bow 
much Importance attache* to thla 
measure. Following tbe recommenda- 
tions of tbe Endlcott Board In 1884 this 
government ba> engaged tu a very ex- 
tetuive work at all Important sea coui 
points where Immense fortlQcatioui aud. 
heavy see coast guns have beeu In- 
•talled. Tbete baa already beeu ex- 
pended In this work over $100,000,000, 
just about tbe contemplated cost of tin 
actual construction work on tbe Pan- 
ama canal. Moat of this work has al- 
ready been finished and guns worth 
hundreds of thousands of dollars are 
standing Idle covered with tarpaulins 
because there are uot men enough avail- 
able to man them. It would take'about 
56,000 men to furnish shift at each of 
the eea coast points where they are 
needed and these guns must be moved 
aud turnmi ou their mountings every 
day lo prevent the foundations from 
settling under them and rendering them 
entirely useless.
